Washington. Honing to pci* 
slslont pressure from iho admi- 
nistration, the US Senate endor- 
sed by a margins of ona vole 
the appropriation of 130.0 mil- 
lion dollars m the 1004 fiscal 
year to flnonco the production 
of binary nervo gas ammunition, 
k new barbaric- variety of moss 
annihilation weapon. 

The plana to manufacture bi- 
nary weapons are ]i:sl one com- 
ponent of tho Reagan adiulnJs- 
Ira l Ion's large -scale programme 
or preparations for chemical 
and gerro warfare, which will 
devour acme len billion dollars 
In the next five years alone. 

Rejected In the course of Ihe 
debate was an amendment by 
Sena lor David Pryor (Democrat, 
Arkansas) who demanded that 
outlays for increasing the stock 


of chemical weapons be with- 
drawn from (he Pentagon's bud- 
get, arguing that the United 
States already had huge arsenals 
of chemical war faro agents. 

Oven today the Pentagon has 
150,000 tonnes of such weapons, 
including three million shells, 
mines, and bombs, stuffed with 
deadly chemical substances 
which sro stored at ton bases In 
the United Slates as well as at 
the Johnston Alolt, In the Paci- 
fic, and at US military baaos in 
West Germany. 

In Washington they do not 
mako any bones a trout admitting 
that it Is planned to use binary 
as well as other types of chem- 
ical weapon first and foremost 
In populated Western Europe, 
which places the lives of mil- 
lions of Europeans in Jeopardy. 


UNDISGUISED INTERFERENCE 


Warsaw. A press spokesman 
for tho govcrnmonl or ibe Po- 
lish Peopfo's Ropuhllc has reso- 
lutely condemned the Incessant 
Reagan administration'* at- 
lempis to Interfere in Ids coun- 
try's domestic affairs. 

Ho said that even In Its most 
difficult period Poland has not 
made any of the political con- 
cessions put forward by tho 
Reagan administration as essen- 
tial for cancelling the 10 -called 
"economic sanctions” against It, 
Now that the Polish economy Is 
■toiling to achieve positive re- 
sults, ha said, thanks to the fra- 
ternal assistance from (he So- 
viol Union and tho other social- 


ist countries, Poland will nevor 
c-ven consider making any con- 
cessions at ell. Reagan's de- 
mands not only constitute an 
tntorforcnce Inlo our internal 
offairs, but they also hurt our 
notional dignity. 

As a result or the USA's dis- 
criminatory measures, Poland 
has suffered losses to ihe tune 
of several thousand million dol- 
lars, the spokesman continued. 
'Vhen the time camos Poland 
will present the United Slates 
with on account of the losses 
Inflicted on II ns a result of the 
USA's unilateral renunciation of 
its commitments and will de- 
mand restitution of the damage.

Meantime a public campaign 
In support of a nationwide re- 
ferendum on an urgent problem 
facing the country — whether 
or not American Pershlng-2s 
and cruise missiles should be 
deployed on West German soil, 


Is gathering momentum. This 
was declared at a press confe- 
rence given here by Uie leaders 
of the coordination committee 
of organizations taking part In 
the mass peace movement. 

Most West Germans, as can 
bo seen from the public opinion 
polls, are against the siting of 
new American nuclear medium- 
range missiles In both West 
Germany and the reBt of West- 
ern Europe, said J. Lolnen, 
leader of the coordination com- 
mittee addressing the press con- 
ference. Therefore, the peace 
champions tn West Germany 
are demanding a nationwide re- 
ferendum in November on this 
problem In keeping with the 
constitution, which la of vital 
Importance for the entire coun- 
try.

THE FIRST LIGHTER CARRIER 


This country's llrsl lighter 
carrier, "Alexei Kosygin", is 
icon to set oil on Hs maiden 
voyage. Ir was built in the Kher- 
son shipyards. 

The vessel Is 32 m wide and 
260 m long. It can carry 80 
lighlexs each with a capacity of 
370 tonnes. Lighters are metal 
barges, floating containers. The 
Hghler carrier can go Into the 
mouths of Siberian rivera (its 


navigation area Is not restric- 
ted). Its "floating containers" 
can be lowered Into Ihe water 
with a crane and then be towed. 
On Its return voyage It will 
transport the empty lighters. 
Besides this, it can carry up la 
1,600 international standard con- 
tainers (20 and 40-foot) to any 
country which has a coastline. 
The cargoes are carried directly 
from tho supplier to the custo- 


mer thereby culling out any In- 
termediate handling. 

The crane for the first lighter 
carrier is being mado in Fin- 
land. Later, similar crones will 
be manufactured by a Zhdanov 
heavy engineering factory 
where they are now being in- 
troduced into prcducllon.

An unusual atlas has been 
pul out by Nauka Publisher. It 
hIiowb the Block Sea much smal- 
ler and looking like a closed re- 
servoir. The Bosphorus and the 
Dardanelles are not strails but 
laud bridges connecting Asia 
Minor lo the Balkans. The Sea 
of Azov has dlssoppeared alto- 
gether. In place of the North 
Sea and the English Channel Is 
land, connecting Ireland and 
Britain to ihe continental part 
of the Old World, The chief 
force behind Ihe enigmatic chan- 
ges was a giant glacier cupola 
which covered all of Scandina- 
via and ihe Baltic Sea.
